Sir; 


I have the honor to recommend the purchase of two (2) Assorting Machines, for Standard 
Silver Dollars, from Mess. Seyss & Co., Atzgersdorf, near Vienna, Austria. 


Some months before the death of the late Director, D. Linderman, attention was directed 
to the propriety of this purchase, and with a view of ascertaining whether machines could be 
constructed to satisfactorily assort, coins of so large a denomination, the Messrs. Seyss were 
furnished with a Dollar planchet, and they made a machine capable of doing the work. 


Under the present, and prospective pressure for not only the coinage of Dollars, but for 
that of small gold, I believe the use of two (2) machines on Dollars, would give all the Dollars 
blanks necessary to fill the quota from this Mint, and thus relieve the Adjusting Room of this 
coin — which room can be utilized continuously upon the small gold coinage. 


I think the machines desired, if ordered now, can be in operation by the Ist of April next. 
The Messer. Seyss probably have a machine on hand — which if ordered by Cable, could be in 
the Mint in four weeks. 


The cost of the two machines would not exceed forty-five hundred dollars, ($4500), and 
this expense could very properly be borne out of the “Silver Dollar Coinage” account.
